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MEETING OF THE 
BOA RD OF TRADE 

TO BOOST FLOWER SHOW 


Unit-hour Car Service Also Among 
the Things of Importance 
Taken up for Work. 


While the meeting of the Board of 
Trade on Monday evening was not 
largely attended it had several mat 
tens of importance up for considera¬ 
tion and still managed to adjourn at 
a reasonably early hour. ift was 
shown that there is no need for such 
long drawn out sessions as have 
sometimes been held with even less 
accomplished than was the case Mon¬ 
day evening. 

President Mead reported the be¬ 
ginning of negotiations with the 
Pasadena Board of Trade looking to¬ 
ward the establishment of half-hour 
car service for Sierra Madre, with 
the alternate cars running to Pasa¬ 
dena. In effect the proposition is 
simply to run the East Colo¬ 
rado Street cars all the way to Sierra 
Madre once every hour instead of 
having them come only as far as El 
Camino on the Sierra Madre line. It 
is believed the change would benefit 
sierra Madre and Pasadena and 
cause a considerable increase in the 
travel to Pasadena by reason of the 
through service. The president was 
authorized to confer with Secretary 
Bertonneau and arrange for a confer¬ 
ence with the Pacific Electric offi¬ 
cials to talk the matter over. 

Captain Osgood, who was appoint¬ 
ed to the place vacated by W. S. An¬ 
drews on the joint committee on pub¬ 
lic parks, reported that the commit¬ 
tee had several propositions in mind 
out so lar had held no formal meet¬ 
ings. They will probably have some¬ 
thing to recommend soon. 

The result of the negotiations of 
the special electric lighting rate com¬ 
mittee was received in a letter from 
N. W. Tarr,- who reported the reduc¬ 
tion by the Edison Company of 
twenty per cent, as already reported 
in the News. 

The proposed flower show to be 
held under the auspices of the Wom¬ 
an's Club next April was given a 
strong boost with assurance of finan¬ 
cial backing. No one seemed to have 
very definite ideas as to just how 
much financial aid the ladies expect¬ 
ed from the Board, or how much 
they expected to need altogether. As 
a starter it was voted to place $25 
at the disposal of the committee for 
preliminary work, such as clearing 
the lots adjacent to the club house 
and preparing them for the planting 
of flowers. 

Two plans of financial aid for the 
flower show were discussed. Prob¬ 
ably both will be used. C. W. Jones 
offered to be one of twenty or thirty 
men to give $10 in aid of the ext 
tion. C. W. Mitchell said he had al¬ 
ready agreed to give $100, and be¬ 
lieved the fund should be made very 
large. The plan of raising a guaran¬ 
tee fund was also proposed, the idea 
being to have the subscribers agree 
to stand a pro rata share of any defi¬ 
cit incurred to the extent of their 
pledges. Various phases of the sub¬ 
ject were discussed by Messrs. 


CTTY HALL OFFICE HOURS 

Regular office hours for the city 
lerk and city treasurer were estab¬ 
lished last evening by an ordinance 
passed by the city trustees. The city 
hall is made the office of both officials 
by the same ordinance, and the hours 
are made from 9 a. m. to 3 p. m. 
Bids were opened for the improve¬ 
ment of Windsor Lane. In the opin¬ 
ion of the trustees the prices named 
were too high and the clerk was in¬ 
structed to advertise again for bids 
on the work. An ordinance was in¬ 
troduced providing for the extension 
of the time when city taxes become 
delinquent 60 days from the last 
Monday in November. In the ab¬ 
sence of Chairman Jones, who is at¬ 
tending the convention of the 
League of California Municipalities 
in San Diego, Trustee Hosmer pre¬ 
sided. Hence it was necessary for 
him to forego his prerogative of mak¬ 
ing the motion to adjourn, leaving 
that to Trustee Pegler. The board 
actually adjourned before nine 
o’clock.- 

EXPERIMENTING ON STREET 

J. C. Pegler is doing some experit 
meriting with the oiled street in front 
of his home at Grand View and Can* 
von avenues. At his own expense 
he had a coating of oil put on the 
surface which was covered with 
loose, oily dirt which had never been 
thoroughly hardened since the im¬ 
provement of the street two years 
ago,. It is his theory that the extra 
coating of oil will bind the loose dirt 
and lengthen the life of the paving 
by several years. About 1,500 square 
feet were so treated, at an expense 
of less than five dollars. If the ex¬ 
periment works out as he expects it 
will the expense will be a mere trifle 
compared to the good accomplished. 
It will be watched with interest by a 
good many w.ho are desirous of get¬ 
ting the best results in road making. 
If successful it would seem that the 
city could make no better investment 
than a small oiling outfit for the pur¬ 
pose of repairing portions of the im¬ 
proved streets in similar condition.

It was 
explained this was impossible now 
but it was hoped that the next legis¬ 
lature would pass a law making it 
legal. Mayor Jones was requested 
to bring the matter to the attention 
of the convention of the- California 
League of Municipalities which he is 
attending in San Diego this week. 


. .IjL certify to FCMIGATION 

With a view to securing more gen¬ 
eral compliance with the fumigating 
regulations, Mrs. Amelia Jensen, the 
municipal nurse will hereafter issue 
a certificate to the property owner 
after fumigating a house. It is also 
hoped that his will help to make it 
customary to have such work done 
by the municipal nurse, insuring ef¬ 
fective service. The new arrange¬ 
ment will be a protection to prop¬ 
erty owners as well as to tenants. 
Renters will have assurance when 
moving into a house that it is in good 
condition in this respect, and in all 
cases they should demand that the 
certificate be produced before rent¬ 
ing. Cases of deception on the part 
of owners or agents, whether inten¬ 
tional or not, have been reported to 
the Board. Renters were told that 
houses had oeen fumigated when 
such was not the case, or where the 
work had not been done in a proper 
manner. Under the new plan in dis¬ 
puted cases the property owner can 
easily produce the proof if his house 
has been fumigated. 


OIL INVESTORS HAPPY 

Word was received over long dis¬ 
tance telephone by President L. C. 
Torrance of the Rock Oil Company 
that the company's well which “came 
in" a few days ago had been flowing 
for 24 hours at the rate of 2,000 
barrels a day. The company was for¬ 
tunate in having about 25,000 bar¬ 
rels of storage capacity available 
Two 1,500 barrel measuring tanks 
are in course of preparation and the 
Standard Oil Company is arranging to 
connect with them within a week. 
Two more wells will be sunk soon. 
Thirty or forty Sierra Madre people 
are among the stockholders in this 
company, who will be happy at the 
news. The company's holdings are 
in the north Midway field.

PUBLIC HEALTH COMMITTEE 

It was impossible to get into last 
week’s News an account of the meet¬ 
ing of the Public Health Committee 
of the Woman’s Club at the home of 
Mrs. William J. Lawless. But the 
following report has since been 
handed in: 

The Health Committee of the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Woman’s Club met at the 
home of Mrs. William J. Lawless, 
Thursday, November 10. A fly trap 
was shown by Mrs. Lawless, designed 
for use on streets or in places near 
dwellings where flies congregate. The 
traps have been used successfully in 
the streets of Fresno, those w-hd 
have seen them in operation report¬ 
ing that they seem to cage the flies 
by the peck. The trap is easily bait¬ 
ed and easily emptied. The flies die 
in the trap in a short time. 

It was reported that the women of 
Bakersfield were so interested in the 
extermination of flies that they had 
raised $1,000 for the purpose and as 
one means to that end would install 
these traps, known as the Effner Gi¬ 
ant Fly Trap. 

A newspaper clipping was read by 
Mrs. Holahan to encourage the work 
here, stating that in a German town 
of 2,500 people not a fly is to be 
found though they swarmed in a 
town two and one-half miles away. 

An interesting paper, on what the 
health committee is seeking 
to accomplish, prepared to 
be read before tne Shakes¬ 
peare club of Pasadena, was 
read by Miss Coffey. She called at¬ 
tention to the efforts of the physi¬ 
cians of the country to have estab¬ 
lished a federal health bureau, be- 
leaving that such a bureau would 
make more uniform the laws looking 
to the prevention of tuberculosis and 
aid in more justly distributing the 
burdens caused by the disease, that 
must be borne by the states. 

Delightful music was furnished by 
Miss Anna Price Simmons. After 
the serving of refreshments the com¬ 
mittee adjourned, taking with them 
pleasant memories of a mutually 
profitable afternoon and of a charm¬ 
ing hostess. 

The marriage of Mr. Leigh Smith, 
formerly of Sierra Madre, and Miss 
Florence Parker of Long Beach, took 
place Tuesday at Los Angeles. The 
event was a complete surprise to 
Leigh’s Sierra Madre friends and to 
the parents of both, as well.

The groom 
has spent most of the time for sev¬ 
eral years in Sierra Madre but is at 
present engaged with his father in 
the grocery business in Highland 
Park. The bride is a charming young 
woman of Long Beach , much ad¬ 
mired by all who know her. The 
best wishes of Sierra Madre friends 
go with them on their way.

where the yuccas grow. Just clip 
the hard, brown tip of the leaf. 
Whittle the blunt end down so it will 
slip into the needle holder of the 
machine. Fasten it with the thumb¬ 
screw, but not too tight, and start 
the machine as usual. The soft, 
sweet quality of the tone will sur¬ 
prise you. The metallic quality is 
entirely lacking. To find a commer¬ 
cial substitute for the steel needle is 
a great problem with the talking ma¬ 
chine people. Bamboo, fiber compo¬ 
sitions and other substances have 
been tried but wihout much success. 
While the yucca point is not likely 
to be commercialized for this pur¬ 
pose it furnishes an interesting ex¬ 
periment.

FREE POPPY HEEDS 

Following the precedent of last 
year the Board of Trade has ar¬ 
ranged for the free distribution of 
poppy seeds again this year. The 
seeds are now on hand at the store of 
Secretary Patterson, where they may 
be obtained by those who will plant 
them. 

Last year's results showed that 
more care is required in the planting 
of seeds than was given in many 
cases. The seeds should not be scat¬ 
tered broadcast on the surface of the 
ground. For best results soil should 
be first cleared of weeds and other 
growth which might choke the pop¬ 
pies. The surface should then be 
raked over, though it need not be 
cultivated deeply. The seeds should 
then be raked in so they have a thin 
covering of soil. A gold harvest is 
practically assured with this simple 
course of treatment.

THE TEXAN CATTABU. 

Cross Between American Cattle and 
the Sacred Zebu of India. 

Six years ago Secretary Wilson of 
the department of agriculture found 
in Texas a grade of so called Brahma 
cattle. Inquiring into their origin, he 
found that they were the offspring of 
a zebu bull (the sacred cattle of India) 
which had been purchased from a cir¬ 
cus and liberated in southern Texas. 
Secretary Wilson found that the Brah¬ 
ma cattle were remarkably free from 
disease and the thriftiest cattle in all 
the region, that the dreaded Texas tick 
did not attack them and that they took 
quite naturally to the marshes of the 
gulf coast and thrived where the Amer¬ 
ican and European breeds degenerated 
and died. 

The secretary of agriculture encour¬ 
aged A. P. Borden, who had great cat¬ 
tle interests in Wharton county. Tex., 
to import from India a sufficient num¬ 
ber of the sacred cattle to make a 
thorough experiment as to their adapt¬ 
ability and value. In 1906 a consign¬ 
ment of twenty-five head, mostly bulls, 
were landed and taken to the Pierce 
ranch in Wharton county. There they 
have since thrived and multiplied. 

The zebu crossed with the American 
cattle has produced a new creature 
styled the cattabu, a name derived 
from Its two parents. The cattabu is j 
as immune from the Texas tick, as is 
its sire. Its skin secretes a sort of 
wax which is distasteful to the tick. 
The cattabu also takes naturally to 
the marshes of the gulf coast. It is 
believed that the creature will make j 
possible the utilization of a great 
amount of waste land.

LIGHTER THAN CORK. 

" 

Kapock, a Curious Substance That 
Conies From Java. 

i Amsterdam receives yearly a great 
j quantity of a curious aud interesting 
| vegetable substance known in Java 
i and in the trade as “kapock.” which, 
among other useful purposes, is found 
very useful for stuffing cheap mat¬ 
tresses and pillows. It is a sort of yel¬ 
low wadding that nature uses as a cov¬ 
ering for the seeds of certain trees in 
the Malaccas. Its fibers being very 
nonresistant. it has been found impos¬ 
sible to spin or weave it, but it gives 
excellent results for bedding, making 
a mattress delightfully soft if it is ex¬ 
posed to the sun before being used. It 
is exceedingly light and buoyant. In 
this greatly surpassing cork, as it will 
support in the water thirty-five times 
its own weight 

The tree whence it is derived (erio- 
dendron) grows rapidly, and in the sec¬ 
ond year it is twelve to fifteen feet 
high, but it bears fruit abundantly 
only in the fourth season. Like the 
cotton plant, it bestows two gifts upon 
man, the special wadding mentioned, 
which lines the husk, and the oil ex¬ 
tracted from the seeds, which is spe¬ 
cially used in the Chinese markets. 
The threads of the soft fibers taken 
from the pods are light yellow, rather 
silky and only about an Tnch In length. 
They are made into thin rings, and 
kapock, it is said, never decays. 

Besides the ever increasing uses to 
which this curious vegetable product 
is put, causing the culture of the erio- 
dendron to make great strides in the 
Dutch Indies, while efforts are being 
made to cultivate it in similar climates, 
it has been suggested that excellent 
life saving apparatus at sea might be 
made from this floating substance, 
which should be in the form of mat- j 
tresses and cushions easily obtainable ' 


in a moment of danger. Three hun¬ 
dred grams of kapock, it is stated, 
will support a man of 150 pounds in 
the water, aud experiments made in 
the Garonne by a French society with 
articles made of this wadding, which 
had previously been soaked in water 
for eighteen hours, gave excellent re¬ 
sults. One small mattress supported 
several men. 

Ozone Treatment of Water. 

Our consul at Nice. France, has re¬ 
cently reported on the new system of 
sterilization adopted by that city for 
its drinking water. The water is ster¬ 
ilized by the use of ozone, which is 
produced in an ozone generator. The 
generator consists of copper plates be¬ 
tween which are glass sheets, and the 
air between the plates is decomposed 
by a silent discharge at 17,000 volts 
pressure. The decomposed air is 
drawn by suction funs through a puri¬ 
fier. which eliminates the nitrogenous 
compounds, and thereafter the ozone 
is conducted to a chamber into which 
the water flows. The water passes 
through a layer of gravel on a wire 
netting and fulls into the chamber in 
the form of a heavy rain. The ozone 
absorbed by the water is thereafter 
extracted by having the water fall on 
stone steps. The water is then abso¬ 
lutely free of germs. There are two 
plants at Nice, one with an output of 
forty gallons per second and the other 
with an output of eighty gallons. 

Breechloaders Not Modern. 

Breechloading guns are usually sup¬ 
posed to be a nineteenth century in¬ 
vention. There is, however, on exhibi¬ 
tion in the shop of a Dublin gunsmith a 
breechloading rifle which was offered 
to the British war office at the close 
of the eighteenth century. It was re¬ 
jected on the ground that It took too 
much ammunition. 
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Notice is also given that said Ordi¬ 
nance provides as follows: 

That the said Board of

sum thereof shall be payable by coupon 
on the second day of January every 
year after their date until the w r hole is 
paid; and the interest shall be payable 
semi-annually by coupon on the second 
days of January and July respectively 
of each year at the rate of seven (7) 
per cent, per annum on all sums un¬ 
paid until the whole of said principal 
and interest are paid. Said bonds shall 
be issued in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of an Act of the Legislature of 
the State of California, entitled “An 
Act to provide a system of street im-
